Number of Men 
Idle Under Sha'f 


fer's Order Are Growing. 


Pittaburg, Pa., Aug. 13.—The Amal- 


«amated strike is now on as far as it is 
likely to go, and for the first time there 
is opportunity to determine the exact 
number of men idle undt\ the two or- 
ders of Shaffer, the first of July 12, the 
last of August 10. The number of irion 
now out in all affected departments ot 
the United States" Steel .corporation 
does not exceed 70,000. Officials of the 
Amalgamated association had 
hoped 


for as many as 100,000. They are fac- 
ing, therefore, serious disappointment. 
This army, smaller than Shaffer hoptd 
to muster, la nevertheless, a compact 
and,loyal one, and there will be no 
hesitation in the fight. Shaffer's first 
order affected the men of the Ameri- 
can Sheet Tin company; the American 
Steel Hoop company and the American 
Tinplate company. The mills of these 
companies have been thoroughly un- 
ionized and with the exception of per- 
haps 1,000 men, every 
Amalgamated 


man quit his work, carrying with him 
those whose labor depended upon his 
skill. Although the Amalgamated as- 
sociation claimed that 65,000 were idle, 
a. conservative estimate of the number 
Is closer" to SOjOOO. The 'second order, 
after the failure of the/Vew York con- 
ference of August 3, applied to the men 
in the Federal Steel company, the Na- 
tional Steel company and the National 
Tubejj^jompany. 
Th a Carnegie steel 


workii and the .American Bridge com- 
pany''were not toucued. The Amalga- 
mated had obtained no hold whatever 
In the Carnegie mills, and the Ameri- 
can Bridge company, though unionized, 
contained no members of the .Amalga- 
mated,association.

of the Federal Steel company, the Na- 
tional Tube company and the National 
Steel company.
